Little hope was held th a t the men, 
m em bers of a crew of 26 retim bering 
the tunnel, would be rescued. 
T he 21 others in the crew, hearing 
the ro a r of dirt and rock avalanche 
last night, fled to safety. 


Those reported missing were: 
E. Cline. 39; Patrick Crowley. 42; 
T hom as Dennehy, 29; Roy M cLen­ 
don, 30; Chester Simondson, 30. All 
were from San Francisco. 
The cave-in was th e sixth serious 
accident on the Hetoh Hetchy tu n ­ 
nel work, five miles of which is still 
to be completed before the new pipe­ 
line will bring w ater to San F r a n ­ 
cisco and bay region

H etch H etchy reservoir in the high 
Sierra of Yosemite N ational park.

SAYS LINCOLN’S FATHER MUCH 
MISREPRESENTED 
F ort W ayne, Ind . 
August 23, 1932. 
To the Editor: 
It is my desire in writing this let­ 
ter to corerct in the public m ind a | 
wrong impression as to the ch aracter 
of A braham Lincoln’s ancestors. 
Probably no m an in history has 
been more abused 
th an L incolns 
father, T hom as Lincoln. 
He has 
been labeled as “shiftless and im - ! 
provident”, 
“a 
m igratory s q u a tte r ; 
without strength of character,” “a \ 
m an w’ho could neither read n o r ! 
write.” “an idler, w ithout am bition 
for himself or his children.” 
C ontrary to textbooks and popular | 
biographies, evidence has been found 
revealing T hom as Lincoln 
as de­ 
scended from an old and d istin ­ 
guished fam ily—-a family of at least 
m oderate wealth, certain social dis­ 
tinction, and very definite political 
prestige. 
Instead of being a squat- I 
ter. T hom as owned all his homes j 
and other real estate and was in 
cood standing with the local m e r­ 
chants. 
Thom as went to work as a 
day laborer, then a carpenter.

apparently was a hard worker and 
thrifty, for he bought four different 
farm s and until he became an old j 
m an prospered as much as the aver­ 
age pioneer. 
These records show that he was 
directlv related to the fam ous L in­ 
coln family of New England, one of 
his kinsmen being a governor of 
M assachusetts, an o th er a governor

Sr 
was a prominent, citizen and owner 
of 5.544 acres of K entucky land 
when m assacred bv Indians in 1 ¡36.
